‘With humble admiration, says the 
London’ Daily Telegraph, we contem- 
plate the physician. who has just been 
telling us that “we ought to be able to 
work for eleven years instead of eleven 
months before we anced a holiday.” These 
sentiments will‘not be popular, but..they 
Qre most impressive. Whatever honour 
and glory awnit the man who tells his 
fellow-creatures what (they - profoundly 
dislike must be Dr. Crichton, Miller’s.*
